(We 
plan to contribute $750,000. Will Belgium contribute?) 

o We will continue to monitor the behavior of the new GOR and 
encourage them to broaden its base and respect human rights. 

o What are Belium's views on enhancing security in the 
refugee camps in Zaire?' How do we handle disarmament?

o We need to speed up establishment of a war crimes 
tribunal.
